Enclosed is a self-composed patent application that follows the guidelines outlined by the author 
David Pressman in the book, "Patent It Yourself. Before doing so, both a patent attorney and a patent 
agent were consulted where it was realized of the high costs involved in using their services. After reading 
the book, the approach to creating the specification appeared straightforward enough where an acceptable 
patent could be created and the experience in writing a patent could be obtained. 

The subject matter of the patent application, "Bi-directionally Driven Forward Converter for 
Neutral Point Clamping in a Modified Sine Wave Inverter" was a specific area within a self-designed 
inverter that was felt to be patentable. After performing a thorough search, there were two prior patents 
that addressed the same topic however resolved the problem in a different manner for a different 
application. Feeling confident that this written patent would not conflict with either of these two patents, a 
specification was written that again followed the aforementioned books outline. 

The inverter that was designed, was a 400W DC- AC power inverter. Several years were spent 
with the effort of only myself to perform the design, test, layout, etc. and so on of which all progress was 
thoroughly documented and a prototype was built. This was basically a pastime or a hobby therefore no 
assignee was involved. Generating a patent became the next step in developing a product leaving the 
option open as to whether or not it would be put into production in addition to diverting some time away 
from test. 

There were other reasons as to why this patent was applied for besides potentially safeguarding 
this circuit design for a specific application. The primary reasons as to why this patent is being applied for 
was to gain the experience in applying for a patent, attain the formal status of 'inventor', and keeping in 
touch with the product however again diverting away from the assembly and test routine. Finally, my 
primary occupation, by default, is more physical than mental and passing this time writing gave my life 
more of a balance between the two.
